H um phreys said, ”i* th e sta te of the 
dew in the m orning 
It g a th e rs on 
the grass and o th er exposed object* 
w hen they are cool en o u g h to con­ 
dense it out of th e air. Just a s m ois­ 
ture is condensed ou t of th e a ir on 
the side of a p itch er 
w hen 
filled 
with ice w ater. 
"Now, th e grass and o th er outdoor 
th in g s cool 
considerably 
only 
on 
still, clear nights, th e kind th a t oc- 
■ cu r during a spell of fine w eather 
and a t no other tim e. H ence a heavy 
dew m eans th a t th e air was Mill and 
th e sky clear, a t least d u rin g the 
la tte r half of the night.

tim e, th e day will be a good one for

“O n th e o th er h an d if th e re Is no

ciable wind, or both, and both a s a 
rule, prereed a general rain sto rm by 
six to 12 or even 24 hours, according 
to circum stances." 


C onsequently D r H um phreys say s 
there is m u ch reason back of th e 
two proverbs: 
W hen th e g rass is dry a t m orning 
light 
Look for ra in before the night. 
W hen th e dew is on the grass 
R ain will never com e to pass.
